Constructed  along  with  present  high  school  building, 
completed  during  summer  of  1936. 

Original  seating  capacity  approximately  750  in 
stone  bleachers. 

First  athletic  contest  played  on  the  field  was  the 
football  game  between  Henderson  and  Bethel  Hill 
October  2,  1936.  The  Henderson  High  School  football 
team,  coached  by  Latham  L.  "Bing"  Miller,  won  the 
game  7  to  0. 

The  1936  football  team  was  captained  by  Russell 
"Lefty"  Ayscue. 

The  field  stands  to  the  east  side  of  the  field  were 
constructed  in  1947  at  an  outlay  of  approximately 
$5,000.00  which  increased  the  seating  capacity  to 
2,500. 

The    newest   section    of   bleachers    at    the    southwest 


corner  of  the  field  were  constructed  in  1 948  at  an  out- 
lay of  approximately  $2,500.00,  and  increased  the 
seating    capacity    to    approximately    3,000. 

The  present  seating  capacity  of  Veterans  Field, 
boasted  by  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  bleachers  at  the 
north  and  south  ends  of  the  field,  is  approximately 
4,500. 

Other  improvements  in  1948  included  the  erection 
of  a  new  press  and  radio  booth  atop  the  east  stands. 

The  present  score  board  and  time  clock  were  the 
gift  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Jenkins  and  the  Gulf  Oil  Refining 
Company  and  were  presented  to  Henderson  High 
School  during  the  football  season  of  1948  at  which 
time  the  high  school  athletic  field  was  formally  dedi- 
cated as  Veterans  Field  in  memoriam  to  Henderson 
High   School   veterans   of  World   War   I   and   II.

After- 
wards he  enrolled  in  Duke  University  where  he  made  All-Southern  and  where  he 
set  the  scoring  record  for  the  Southern  Conference  by  scoring  96  points  in  one  season. 
After  finishing  at  Duke,  he  played  professional  football  for  the  Washington  "Red- 
skins" and  the  Richmond  "Rebels." 

Coach  S.  S.  "Red"  Wilson,  our  assistant  coach  in  football,  and  head  basketball 
coach,  coached  at  Selma  High  School  last  year  where  he  turned  out  a  top-notch 
team.

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BULLDOGS  DOWN  COUNTS  20-0 

It  was  a  highly-touted  Durham  County  team  that  invaded  Veterans  Field  on  that  damp,  dismal  Friday  night.  The 
Counts  fielded  a  team  averaging  twenty  pounds  per  man  more  than  the  Bulldogs,  but  to  no  avail.  The  Blue  and  White 
took  this  in  stride  and  massacred  the  Counts  to  the  tune  of  20-0.  The  Counts  penetrated  the  territory  of  the  Bulldogs 
only  twice  during  the  course  of  the  game. 

Fred  Beasley  opened  the  scoring  with  a  line  buck  after  the  Counts  had  fumbled  the  opening  kickoff  on  their  own 
14  yard  stripe.  At  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  the  "Fighting  Bulldogs"  were  ahead  7-0.  In  the  second  quarter  Bobby 
"Rabbit"  Renn  streaked  68  yards  behind  beautiful  blocking  for  the  second  T.  D.  to  give  Henderson  a  14-0  halftime 
lead.
